But in the past six years 
we found no differences—just an 
ever deepening wave of cynicism and 
despair. 
' But this stand of despair is but 
one of two strands from which the 
fabric of our civilization is woven. 
There is another strand, the strand 
of hope. 
"Some find I lope in the United 
Nations, some in UNESCO, some find 
real hope in the fact that. the Amer­ 
ican people have In their generosity 
assumed an adult leadership in the 
world, have poured forth millions to 
aid the needy all over the w'orld; 
some find hope in th at at long lase 
the democracies have decided ti int 
m ilitant communism means business 
On a deeper .scale we find hope in 
a new* critical evaluation of the edu­ 
cation we are giving our children.

BRITAIN TRIES I Fairfield 
TO HELP POUND 


London, Doc. 18 OF) — Winston 
Churchills 
government 
embarked 
Monday on a stringently controlled 
test of how much the pound sterling 
is worth. Under the new rules, the 
pound can fluctuate only four cents 
—from *2 78 to $2.82. 


The Bank of England reopened 
the money market for private trad­ 
ing, allowing the law of supply and 
demand to Ax the price of the pound 
within this extremely rigid limit. 
Churchill restored the small meas­ 
ure of freedom presumably for the 
psychological effect. 
His aim was to restore world con­ 
fidence in the country's weakened 
currency, and thus promote business 
for Britain. 
The Bank of England announced 
that the spot cash price of the 
pound, still officially pegged at $2 80, 
will be allowed to fluctuate two cents 
either way on a limited "free" for­ 
eign exchange market which opened 
this morning 


A still greater fluctuation will be 
allowed when pounds are bought in 
the "futures” market—that is. for 
use later on. 
Since the private enterprise money 
market was shut down in Septem ­ 
ber. 1939 the goemment itself has 
handled both spat, and future deals 
—always adhering rigidly to the offi­ 
cial rate of exchange.
